Frow Qur Own Correspondent.
Vanderbllt’s New Depot.
New YORrk, Dee, 4, 1869,

In his project of erecting & new and lmmense
depot on Fourth avenue, between Forty-second
and Forty-fifth streets, Commodore Vanderbilt
has hit the idea of many a man who had not the
means of embodying it. It is calculated that
the new building will be finished in aboul one
year's time, and it will give gecommodation to
all the trains on the Hurlem Railroad, the New
Haven Railrond, and the Hudson River and New
York Central. Including local and express
trains, anbout one hundred daily are run by these
roade. All of them are to make thelr head-
quarters at thig depot, which will connect with
yarious car and stage lines carrying passengers
down town and to the hotels. Yon can have
some idea of the extent of the affalr
when 1 say that it is to be a litt:
lcas than seven hundred feet leng and a lttle
less than two hundred and fifey feet wlde. A
new street 18 to be cut along the east side of the
bullding from Forty-second to Forty-fifth street,
and sixty fect In width. Upon the new streel
the grand depot is to have fts principal frontage,
although the end facing on Forty-second street
will furnish & handsome entrance by itself for
the trains of the New Haven Rond. Notwith-
slanding the multiplicity of offices and
entrances, however, the (ravellers will find
themselves in & vast car house about one hun-
dred and twenty thousand feet square. A road
js to be built to connect the IHudson
River and Harlem roads at some polut above
Harlem, and o charter for a company to bulld
such a rond has already been granted. I pre-
sume—but 1 do notknow, and would not on any
account create the impression that 1 speak
suthorltatively—that when the new depol Is
finished the Commodore will provide a free feed,
with his usual liberallty. If so, of cours¢ he
will engage the services of Captaln De Gorot,
who is presumed fully to understand the palates
of distinguishied eitizensin general and of news-
paper wen in particular.

The Fremch Radical.

We quote from the Iwll Mall (fuzelte the
following article, Ly an intelligent corres-
pondent of that paper:—

The general public are strongly inclined to
attribute all the manifestations of modern
Radiealism to the great French Revolution.
This is incorrect lmg;rn.-i a question of time
andorigin. The role of France was here, as
in almost everything else, simply that of a
great popularizer; and the Revolution was
itself a production, not a producer, of Radi-
calism. The Revolution would have been im.
possible, had not the tendencies both of re-
ligious and governmental Radscalisin been
largely diffused already amongst the I'rench;
whereas social Radiealism i in one sense
prior, in the other posterior, to the Revolu-
tion, during which there were only a few
attempts to advance what is now understood
by socinlistic or communistic reforms.
Firstly, it is well known that there were two
very distinet revolutions—that of "800 and
that of 'J—in the former of which no com-
munistic attempts conld have attained any
popularity, for it was a revolution against
authority only, not against individualism,
Robespierre and Saint-Just were, indecd,
strongly inclined towards communistio prin-
ciples; the “Fragments” of BSaint-Just prove
that he was a decided partisan of the “‘Agra-
rian Law;” but all this did not prevent the
convention from decreeing capital punish-
ment for the simple proposal of introducin
thislaw. All that was done in the way of att
on the principle of property consisted of a
few desultory and partinl measures issned
under the desperate pressure of an armed mob.

The first thoroughly communistic attempt
wns made under the f;iracun'y. and is known
as the Conjuration de Babeuf. Yet even
this atternpt was but a coarse materialization
of doctrines elaborated before the Revolution
in Morelly's ““Code de la Nature," Underthe
Consulate, the Empire, and the Restoration
there was no display of communistic doetrines
at all, and it is not till »the time of the July
Revolution that we see them not only well
established but forming three differontschools,
with disciples spread over the whole of
Europe. 'The first and most popular of these
was slill the school of Babeuf, revived by
one of his old adepts, Buonarotti, who sune-
ceeded in escaping prosecution, hid himself
for many years in Bwilzerland and Belgium,
returned to France at the fall of the Bour-
bons, and establisbed a secret society called
the **Democratic Carbonari,” where thonsands
of working men listened to the descendant of
the celebrated Florentine master. This
school, although less known now, was the
most influential then, for it acted immedi-
ately on the mass of the people; and France,

having ot that time a great number
of German working men, communi-
cated to them,

through Buoonarotti, the
first notions which ;';rmhlced afterwards the
so-called Bocial-Democrat movement in Gor-
many. The two other schools were those of
Suint Simon and Charles Fourier,

The Conjuration of Babeuf was not only
the first, but the only tolerably consistent
modern attempt at social reform in France.
None of the subsequent French Socialists
differ substantially from Babeuf, while the
less coarse and seewingly more elaborated
forms in which they cast their doctrines make
them only less intelligible and less practi-
cable, not less communistie,. Home of them
endeavor to repudiate the name of Commu-
nists, and to gain for themselves what is
thought the less objectionable name of Social-
ists; but none of them, emu})t Fourier, have
aright to do 8o, as their doctrines equally
lead to the sbolition of individual property,
On the other hand, the doctrines of Babeuf
are highly interesting ns showing thestagnancy
of Communism; its arguments, and even the
forms of their expression, differing only very
slightly over a period of several hundreds of
years. I have intentionally quoted in my
second letter a few lines from the dootrines of
the Taborites to enable the reader to compare
them with doctrinés which are fo uturies
older, and bave been displayed in the ‘‘Mani-

To this must be added that the whale conn
try was o be divided into zones for differont
kinds of culture; that no communication
with f”"*‘il-i" countries was to be allowed;
that elected magistrates were to presides over
the collection as well as the distribution of
all national products; and that the authori-
ties were to have full means fer keeping the
entire conntry under the new regime by the
gimple expedient of witbholding provisions
from refractory districts,

Whatever we may think of the wisdom or
the practicability of this social scheme,
scarcely anybody will deny its intelligibility;
and this must be aecounted a great merit, for
no subsequent school conld claim anything of
the kind. BSaint Simon, for instance, started
from the point of view that men ought to
love one another; that a new religion is to
direct people towards improvement; that they
must bave a “living law” in the person of a
Pope of humanity; that the whole of society
is to be divided into savants, artistes, and in-
dustriels, whose works are to be remunerated
on the principle, *“I'o esch nccording to his
capacity, to each capncity according to its
works.” And the whole theory is entangled
in such a maze of pagan mysticism and cere-
monial that no normal mind could ever real-
ize to itself the true senseof a doctrine the
interpretation of which finally led to a schism
hetween its two representativas, Enfantin and
Buzard.

The founder of another not less eelebrated
sichool, Charles Fourier, discoverad in man-
kind & “‘passionate attraction” which regu-
lates the social world, like the principle of
attraction which governs the physical world
The first thing then was to give full play
all human passions, otherwise the lm\ of
attraction could not act freely. These pas-
sions cannot be wrong in themselves, for they
come from God; if they are wrong now it is
only through the hampering influence of ex-
isting social arrangements. On this principle
of attraction people were to unite themselves
in groups of seven or nine members, every
twenty-four to thirty-two groups forming a
series, which had agein to combine them-
selves into phalanges consisting of 1500
—1800 members. ‘The phalange was to
live in n plalanstere, where evorything
was to be in common exeept the lodging of
each family, 'T'he remuneration of work was
g0 cnleulated as to give 4-12ths of the pro-
dncts to capital, 5-12ths to labor, and 3-12ths to
talent, nseful work being always more highly
ruted than the ornamental and the pleasing,
The great artistes, however, the most cele-
brated industriels, and the most illustrious
savants were not to be included in this scale
of remuneration. They had te receive their re-
ward in what was to bp established as the great
metropolis of the world, where the representa-
tives of all the })hﬁian es, amounting to some
thing like balf a million, had to assemble.
Senseless sa the foundation of this scheme will
appear to English minds, it must besaid that in
its details the system of Fourier gives a few
practical hints which may possiblyfa adopted
some day in France, euqecml]y as regards the
public education of children and associated
cultivation of minutely divided land. The
greatest merit, however, of Fourier, as well
as of his chief follower, M. Victor Conside-
rant, was that they never proposed to employ
in the advocacy of their doctrines any other
means than a peaceful propaganda; and that
is, perhaps, one of the reasons why certain
traces of Fourier's dootrines remain still alive
in Europe as well as in America without hav-
ing ever injured any of the interests of so-
ciety at large,

These are the most important French
schools, the secondary ones being those of
MM. Cabet, Leroux, and Louis Blano. It
would tire the reader to enter into greater de-
tails respecting theories which vary but
slightly from those already mentioned, M.
Pierre Leroux, for instance, introduces ns a
basis of society the {riade, which consists of
three human beings representing respectivealy
o sensation, le sentiment, and la connaissance.
This triade underlies everything, from the
simple atelier up to the Assemblee Nationale,
The formula of remuneration is also triple:—
“A chacnn suivant sa eapacite, a chaoun
guivant son travail, n chacun suivant ses be-
soins,” A development of this arrangement
may be found by those whom it interests in
they “Projot de] Constitution Democratique
ot Bociale.” The doetrines of M. Cabet are
expounded in his "\"u_ynga en learie,” which
is simply an imitation of the work of Sir
Thomus More. The author himself aoknow-
ledges his prototype, and Ha{u he selected the
form of romance as more seductive to women,
who are nlways the best medium for the diffu-
gion of poEulnr notions; and, the better to
act upon the femals mind, he changes the
rude seaman of the **Utopia” into a most at-
tractive English lord travelling in the Icarian
Republie, the organization of which is
the ideal of M. Cabet. The merit of
this system consists, as in the ease of Babeuf,
in its simplicity. The most radical eommun-
ism is expounded in & way perfectly intelligi-
ble to everybody. The author does not pre-
tend to any innovations, and only suggests in
another work that as regards the practical
adaptation of his u{seu-m certain trangitory
steps are advisable because an attempt at too
abrupt o change would easily provoke great
difficulties. Having failed to arrive in 1548 at
an understanding with the Provisional Govern-
ment as well as with the people, M. Cabet star-
tedfwith a few disciples to Amerioa, where his

" was to be put into practice, nud where
i'zexpeximned a failure far beyond that which
therg befel the theorigs of Qyeq apd Fourier,

Of M. Lounis Blano, who is still alive and
living in this country, 1 hesitate to express
any personal opinion. The reader may find
bhis theory in a little book ecalled “*Orga-
nigation dn Travail,” and a still more com-
pact exposition of the fonndation of this
theory isto be found on page 100 of his *‘His.
toriceal Revelations” inseribed to Lowd Nor.
nmanby. His formula in, in opposition to his

.redecoun_ur. “From every man according to

iis faculties; to every man (within the limita
of the resources of the community) according
to his wants, Many objeoted that by this
formula the most gifted men would be foroed
to spend the whole of their life in supporting
incapdbles, and even idiots; but wstill the
theory had a considerabio snecess mmongst
Parisian wn.rk_mgmen Aome twenty Yenrs ago,
Yet the opinion of thinking men of his own
pmmlrfv wis opposed to it. Here is the opi-
nion of one of them:—

were to ehow him the perpetusl mixtare he makes
in his book of the most opposite principlen of autho.
ity and right, of property and commnnism, of
nrlml-rrm'{ and equality, of labor and capital, of In-
terest and self<deninl, of liberty and dictatorahip,
of free Inguiry and religious faith, * * * M.
Dlane, placed on the confines of democracy and
rocinlism, one degree lower than the rapumlu, two
degrees under M, Barrot, thrée under M, Thiers, is

potwithstandl :;i all he nay suy and do—a de-
seendant in the fourth gencration of M. Gulzot, a
doetrinuire."—{Prondhon, “Systeme de Contradic-
tons Economigques,” Vol 1, 9a,)

There exists amongst Fronchmen a convie-
ticn of some special logical qualification of
the French mind, a conviction which is fully
shured by M. Louis Blane, and which he has
lutely made in the Tempw a basis of a criti.
cism of a leading article of the Pall Mall
Gagette. 'This convietion seoms not to be
generally shared by Englishmen, who sup-
pose that the amount of logionl power is
yretty equal amongst equally civilized people,
‘hlt, at oll evenis, nobody who has read the
works of Proudhon will deny to him the pos.
session of this power in the high degree
claimed ||E ®enchmen in genernl. And
those who have not read his work should do
g0, or at least the one just qnoted. It is not
alwanys easy reading, for Prondhon is full of
Cerman philusofhy. and more especially of
Hegel: but nowhere else can phe reader find
n  botter  exposition and  refutation
of COMMUNIsm; and this not
Ly a defender of existing social arrangements,
but by a man who declared property to be
robbery, Me attacks the present state of
things, but he despises the innovators.

Prondhon should certainly be one of the
first to be considered in reviewing modern
radienls; but I abstain becaunse, in the first
place, 1 hold it an offense to his memory to
speak of him, in a few lines, in a country
where he is almost unknown; and, in the
second place, because the whole work of his
life was one of criticism, not one of organiza-
tion or reconstruction of society. And itis
only this last category of radicals which I had
in view in these letters,
—

—Le Petit Jonrnal gives some !r:\rtln-nhrs of
the quantity of meat consumed in Paris throngh-
out the year, It averages seventy-five kilo-
graminee o year to cach inbabitaunt. In this
figure neither pooliry, pork, game, nor oven
horge-llesh  (the sale of which is increasing) is
included.
